The Elba Board of Education 
met July [Oth to review both the 
Statewide and local finanenl 
picture in education, pay bills, 
rehire existing teachers for the 
upeoming school year and start 
the process of advertising for 
additional personnel to. replace 
retirees and resignations 

Under the  leidership» of 
Chairperson Valerie MeGuite, 
the board heard Superintendent 
Danny Weeks present in opti 
mistic front on local school 
finanees for the coming yca 

Weeks explained cost cutting 
efforts of the past year and con 
tinuing “above and beyond the 
call of duty” eforts by the entire 
staff that have resulted in turn: 
ing the finances of the Elba 
School System from. a negative 
cash balance and borrowing 
money for operating to a posi 
tion of having cash on hand 
after all the bills are paid. This 
enviable financial position is 
enough to ensure the Elba 
schools will operate next year, 
even if there are no new taxes 
and a limited proration declared, 
Weeks said, He also explained 
to board members how, due to 
additional federal funds, the 
schools could afford to shire 
additional staffers to aid in the 
drive to bring all students up to 
the desired levels of learning.

Estimating 


by Stan Windham 
County Extension Agent 


Before considering any change 
in land use, you need to know 
how much your land is worth in 
current use or in potential uses, 
such as development. You can 
find this oul using comparable 
sales in your local market, or you 
can estimate it yourself. If your 
land has been used for crops and 
pasture and does not have real 
estate development potential, you 
can estimate your per-acre land 
value by dividing the per-acre net 
income (profit) from crops and 
pasture by your alternative annu- 
al interest rate as follows: 

Current use land value (S/acre) 
= annual net income ($/acre) 
divided by alternative annual 
interest rate 

Annual net income equals total 
revenues minus total costs, 
including the costs of labor, 
machinery, seeds, fertilization, 
and other capital and materials. If 
you work for yourself, be sure to 
include your salary in the costs 
because you could use your labor 
and cam income doing some- 
thing else. Because net income 
fluctuates over time, you need to 
use your average of the last few 
years in your estimation. If you 
rent your land, you can also use 
cash rent or crop-share rent as an 
alternative estimate of your annu- 
al net income. 

The alternative annual interest 
rate is the annual rate of return 
that you as an investor seek on 
your investments. You could sell 
your land, settle up with the 
Intemal Revenue Service, and 
make investments in CDs, gov- 
ernment securities, stocks and 
bonds, 

and/or mutual funds, Generally 
speaking, a high rate of return is 
associated with high risk, For 
example, stock markets, meas- 
ured as the S&P 500 Index, pro- 
duced an average annual rate of 
return of 10.4 percent from 1960 
though 1994, However, the rates 
of return were negative in 8 of the 
25 years, Investing in long-term 
government bonds in the same 
period would have given you an

current use land value 


average annual rate of return of 
5.6 percent per year with less 
loss. After inflation of 3 percent. 
these returns. (real retums. so- 
called) amount to 7.4 and 2.6 per- 
cent, respectively. 

As an example a farmer hus an 
average annual net income in 
operating a farm or ranch of $50 
per acre for the last 5 years. and 
his alternative rate of return is 5 
percent. Since the average annual 
inflation rate is about 3, percent, 
the real interest rate ts about 2 
percent. Under normal circum- 
stances (or assuming that history 
will repeat itself), his land is the- 
oretically worth about $2,500 per 
acre ($50/0.02) to him based on 
current use and income. There are 
many ways to estimate land 
value. Another and very impor- 
tant way to determine actual land 
value is from local markets. This 
will tell you what the land is 
worth and what the demand for 
your land would be. 

Knowing your land value is 
important in. making decisions 
whether you are wanting to sell 
the land or not. Land value can

ADOR notifies tire dealers of new scrap tire environmental fee 


This week the Alabama 
Department of Revenue will 


effective Sept. 1, 2003, that 
requires a one-dollar fee to be 
collected from their customers 
upon the sale of any new, used, 
or retread tire. 

Act 2003-332 provides for 
the new one-dollar per tire 
Scrap Tire’ Environmental Fee 
to be collected at the point of 
sale from the consumer regard- 
less of whether the tires—new, 
used, or retread—are mounted 
on a rim or wheel. 

The new law requires retail 
dealers to report and pay the fee

to the Alabama Department of 
Revenue (ADOR) on a monthly 


forms provided by the ADOR. 
The first report will be for the 
month of September 2003, and 
must be filed on or before Oct. 
20, 2003. 

“We have made every effort 
to notify all known retail tire 
dealers and inform them of the 
new reporting requirements,” 
said State Revenue 
Commissioner Dwight Carlisle. 


“However, if for some reason a: 


business owner did not receive 
notification by the department, 
but should have, since the tax- 


payer’s operation also includes 
sales of new, used, or retread

The $1 fee is earmarked for 
the disposal and recycling of 
scrap tires in Alabama.

All bacteria 
needs is a place to live, eat and 
the right temperature to grow. 
Bacteria grow quickly in warm 
surroundings, especially in 
foods between 90 degrees and 
140 degrees Fahrenheit. So for 
this. summer season the 
Alabama Department of Public 
Health offers these tips when it 
comes to food safety and plan- 
ning outside events. 

* Always wash hands before 
and during the preparation of 
foods. 

* Wash fruits and vegetables 
thoroughly before they are eaten 
or cooked, 

* Use a separate cutting board 
and knife for meats and 
fruits/vegetables. 

* If a sauce is going to be 


an above-normal hurricane 
season this year.” said Bruce 
Baughman. senior emergency 
management advisor to 
Governor Bob Riley.

* It is very important to use a 
food thermometer when cook- 
ing meat to make sure that it has 
reached the! right temperature 
and is thoroughly finished cook- 
ing. 

* Do not use the same plate 
for uncooked and cooked meat. 

* A cooler should be used to 
transport cold foods. It 1s impor- 
tant to remember to transport 
the cooler inside of an air-condi- 
tioned car, not in the trunk. 

* Be sure to use a separate 
cooler for food and drinks. 
There are two reasons why this 
is important. The first is that if 
food and drinks are stored in the 
same cooler, when the lid of the 
cooler is opened for drinks, the 
food does not remain at appro- 
priate temperatures. The second 
reason is to prevent beverages 
from being contaminated by 
food products such as juices 
from raw meat. 

* Prepared food should not sit 
for more than two hours, When 


outdoors in warm weather the 
time should be reduced to one 
hour. 

* Leftovers should be stored 
in coolers of ice until they can 
be refrigerated. It is important to 
put leftovers in shallow contain- 
ers so they will chill faster. 
Always remember a cooler 
filled with ice will stay colder 
longer-than a cooler with only a 
little ice. 

Following these simple rec- 
ommendations could prevent 
foods from becoming contami- 
nated and prevent illness, The 
food temperature “danger zone” * 
is 40 - 140 degrees. This simply 
means that cold foods should 
remain below 40 degrees and 
hot foods should remain above 
140 degrees. Be sure to throw 
out any foods that could possi- 
bly be contaminated or have 
reached an unsafe temperature. 
One simple rule to. follow is 
“when in doubt, throw it out!”

Duckweed 1s classified as a 
floating plant that can easily be 
spread from. pond to pond. 
Three chemicals that can be 
used to control it are 24-D 
Amine and Ester. Diquat. and 
Sonar AS 


Diquat (Reward, \eedirine- 
D) 


Diquat is 2 contact herbicide 
that is available only in a liquid 
formulanon. It is effectuve in 
controlling the top growth of 
submerged weeds when it 1s 
injected uniformly below. the 
water surface. Free-loaung 
weeds such as duckweeds can 
be controlled when treated with 
diquat and an approved nonion- 
ic Surfactant. 

Because diquat 1s rapidly ted 
up by clay particles or organic 
matter in water, use this herbi- 
cide only in clear, nonmuddy 
water. Diquat is! frequently 
mixed with copper chelated 
compounds or — endothall 
(Aquathol) to broaden the van-.

Using “ |-statements” are a way to describe 
thoughts feeling and experiences

I-slatements -are used *to 
describe our thoughts, feelings, 
or experiences in a way that 
takes responsibility for them. 

Examples include “I'm angry 
when...” or “I'm excited by...” 
They are different for “You- 
messages.” You-statements try 
to locate the source of a feeling, 
thought, problem, or other expe- 
rience in someone else. For 
example, “You make me so 
angry!” 

Instead of saying, “You're so 
rude to read the paper during 
dinner instead of talking to me,” 
it’s more honest to say, “I feel 
hurt when you read the paper 
over dinnenl would really like 
for us to take the time to talk 
together.” Instead of saying, 
“You make me angry because 
you left the barbecue on,” it’s 
better to say, “I feel angry when 
the barbecue is left on because it 
wastes gas.” Using I-statements 
in this way balances honest 
speech with tact and concern for 
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another's feelings. 

I-statements can be used to 
identify a problem or to express 
positive feelings, such as “I love 
to be around you,” or “I think 
you're terrific.” All of us can 
benefit from giving and ‘receiv- 
ing messages such as these. 
They can also be used to inform 
people of things we need or 
desire ahead of time, such as “'l 
want to spend the weekend qui- 
etly at home.”
